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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action; 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kano et al 
(US 6,242,719). 

Kano shows a ceramic substrate with a heating element on the surface of the ceramic 
substrate, a through hole made in the ceramic substrate to receive a supporting pin (which also 
serves as an electrical terminal) that supports a wafer thereon, the heating element formed in line 
with the inner wall of the hole as can be seen in Figure 1(a) and 1 (b), and Kano also shows that 
the ceramic substrate has the thickness of over 1.5 mm. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nobori et al 
(US 5,616,024) in view of Masakazu (JP 11-040330) or Minonishi'(US 6,392,205). 

Nobori shows a ceramic substrate with a heating element inside thereof, the through 
holes, and the thickness of the substrate more than 1.5 mm. Nobori further shows that the 
distance between the centers of the adjacent loops of the heating element is 15 mm. Thus, the 
through holes which are provided between the adjacent loops would have formed in the range of 
20 mm or less from the inner wall of the through hole to the heating element (see Figures 19 and 
31; and column 28, hues 54-65). However, Nobori does not show that the through holes are 
configured to receive a lifter pin or supporting pin. 

Masakazu or Minonishi shows that it is well known in the art to provide the lifting or 
supporting pins in the through holes for the wafer heating substrates to support and Uft a wafer 
that is heated by the wafer heating substrate. In view of Masakazu or Minonishi, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to adapt Nobori with the Ufting or supporting pins 
in the through holes of Nobori to more conveniently move to and from the wafer heating 
substrate. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 3/14/05 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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The applicant argues that Kano does not show the feeding terminals and not the Ufting or 
supporting pins in the through holes. However, since the feeding terminals are can also support 
the wafer thereon, it would be the claimed recitation (also see Figure 3). 

With respect to Nobori, a new prior art is applied to modify Nobori, and thus the 
applicant's arguments are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
